The President 
is popular? 
Without 
tion, he is. 
Some argue 
that he is not 
really popular. 

t is, they say, simply that he is 
not unpopular. But this is to 
argue that he is a negative per- 
sonality. And the President cer- 
tainly is not negative. 


Can a man be “‘liked’”’ and not 
*‘popular’’? 


Yes. But here again it cannot 
be argued that the feeling for the 


ques- 


President is merely a negative | 


“liking.’’ It is more than that. 


Why, then, can’t he transfer his 
popularity, and the affection felt 
for him, to his party? 


This always is a difficult thing 
for the most popular and mag- 
netic of men to do, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt could. Woodrow Wilson 
could not. Even Teddy Roosevelt 
had difficulty so doing. 


Two factors seem best to ex- 
plain the Eisenhower inability in 
this field. In the first place he 
was introduced to politics as a 
man who had never been “in 
politics.” Republicans and Demo- 
crats sought him. 


Above Party 


When, finally, he affiliated with | 
the Republicans, he was cast in| 


the role of a man above party. 
In his first preferential primary 
test he was out of the country. 


New Hampshire was the state. 
It was early in March. His op- 
ponent was Sen. Robert A. Taft. 
The earnest Ohioan campaigned 
the length and breadth of the 
still snow-covered state. One of 
my last memories of Sen. Taft 
is that of coming in on him as 
he sat in a worn chair in the 
sheriff's empty office of a New 
Hampshire courthouse. The pre- 
liminaries were outside and he 
was wailing to go on. For the 
moment he was alone. He was 
weary and worn. He perhaps was 
a bit discouraged, too. 


Sherman Adams handled the 
Eisenhower campaign and defeat- 
ed Taft with an invisible candi- 
date. From that time on Taft 
was politically doomed. 


So thoroughly was Eisenhower, 
the presidential candidate, dis- 
associated from party, that while 
he won a mighty triumph, the 
Republicans barely won control 
of the Congress in 1952. In 1954 
the Senate was lost. In i956 he 
was overwhelmingly returned to 
office but the Democrats won the 
Congress. The 1958 result is be- 
fore us. 


This was the first year in which 
any campaign fire was directed 
at the President by state candi- 
dates. 


No Effect 


Two years ago Adlai Steven- 
son, with some justification, was 
calling him a “part-time” Presi- 
dent. It had no effect. 


But in 1958 the people, while 
they still liked Ike, were an- 
noyed by several things, some 
trivial. They resented the golf 
games. For all our public courses, 
the American image of golf is 
that it is a somewhat ridiculous 
recreation engaged in by wealthy 
men in exclusive private clubs. 


Also, the idea seemed generally 
spread around that the President 
didn’t work very hard. One Mid- 
western candidate for the House 
got laughs by holding up a news- 
’ paper with the headline, “Ike to 
Weekend in Washington.” 

The GOP did badly in the Mid- 
west. 


These same people had heard 
from the President, at the time 
of his decision to make the second 
race, a candid statement. He had 
said he would delegate more 
work, would rest more and take 
{equent... brief _vacations.. It 
seemed reasonable then. In 1958 
it did not. | 

It hurt the President, too, to 
have Defense Secretary Wilson, 
Minority Leader Knowland, and 
some of the. chiefs of staff at 
cross purposes with him.

As leaders of the party are pointing 
out, the overwhelming majorities Demo- 
crats have won in the House and Senate 
and in state elections maké their respon- 
sibilities for unity and restraint very 
great indeed. 

This startling victory could turn to 
ashes quickly if the party breaks up into 
quarreling factions, running off on impos- 
sible tangents and demonstrating inabil- 
ity to govern effectively. That. is the 
danger of such a majority. 

Fortunately, party leadership as now 
constituted in Sen. Lyndon Johnson and 
Rep.

They 
have shown a remarkable facility for 
compromise and persuasion, not only 
within their own party but with Repub- 
licans themselves. 

Fears of wild spending by the Demo- 
crats, supported somewhat by the fact 
that prices increased 50 per cent during 
President Truman’s administration and 
only 8 per cent under Eisenhower, should 
serve as a brake on the next Congress. 
Fiscal responsibility and the need to curb 
inflation remain as grave challenges. 

Extreme civil rights laws, inspired 
by politics, would affect the North no less 
than the South and offer an opportunity 
for such fratricidal strife in full view of 
the nation that victory in 1960 might be 
very doubtful indeed. 

At any rate, the size of the victory 
in 1958 is no license for excesses in any 
field but a challenge to give the people 
the kind of government which will be 
best for all the nation.

On Local Cooperation 


Gov. Griffin has issued an executive 
order putting the new Civil Defense Op- 
erational Survival Plan into effect in the 
state.

It involves a number of changes 
and additional responsibilities for city 
and county governments and civil defense 
personnel. 

Preservation of all possible order and 
continuity of government are major ob- 
jectives in civil defense planning. Break- 
down of local government functions lead- 
ing to anarchy and chaos in case of emer- 
gency could lead to even greater disaster 
in case of attack. The survival plan is in- 
tended to prevent it.

Trained 
volunteers to man the programs are a 
necessary part of the effort but organi- 
zation itself still is a function of local 
ents.

Interstate Terror Rings 
Call for Federal Action 


Sen. Jacob Javits and Sen.-elect Ken- 
neth B. Keating, of New York, ate on a 
tour of Southern cities where bombing of 
places of worship and education have 
occurred. 

The journey, of course, is polifical in 
overtones. It is at a lower level of’ Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s promise to go to Ko- 
rea if elected.

Picnics for Faubus Are 


Likely To Be Fewer 


Governors-elect of Georgia and Ala- 
bama and the governor of Mississippi po- 
litely have declined to attend a Gov. 
Orville Faubus rally at an Old Folks 
picnic being staged in Florida today by 
Rep. Sikes of that state. The governor of 
Florida, incidentally, also had another en- 
gagement. As far as we can determine, 
no Southern governor will attend. 

While none has as yet said so, South- 
ern governors opposed to integration 
have come to realize that Gov. Faubus 
and his reckless policy of rule or ruin, 
based on his personal political ambitions, 
has brought down a deluge of court rul- 
ings and has stiffened public opinion out- 
side the South to the point where even 
more legislation is in sight. 

History almost certainly will prove in 
the years ahead that the worst blow 
struck the South in its attempt to work 
eut a solution of the problem was the 
calling out of troops by Gov.

May 1947 saw its organization | 
as a Presbyterian Church and the | 
name took on a new significance, 
for one of the churches which 
helped the infant, church was Kirk- 
wood Presbyterian.

Today's teen-agers are learning to accept responsibility, to ex- 
press, but control, their emotions, and they retain the knowledge 
they're gaining. All of which has helped them to reach maturity 
earlier than did teen-agers of previous generations. So believe the 
majority of high schoo] students who expressed their opinions to 
Young Ideas this week, although some labeled today's teens a 
generation of “reckless, irresponsible’ people, lacking qualities 
necessary for the full, healthy adult life of a good citizen. 


In her winning letter, Carole Brown, 17, Fairburn, pointed to 
the results of a survey of her English class, showing that of the 
50 students, two had delivered Sunday sermons at church, 11 gave 
talks at church programs. Several work on school publications, 23 
regularly preside over meetings, 20 serve on various committees, 
and numerous others serve as officers of clubs and organizations: 


Today’s teens are maturing better and faster than those 
of previous generations. They have better schools for better 
educations, and, most important, they are respected for their 
abilities. Teens are learning to act as individuals. ... They 

’ are learning to accept responsibility .. . also maturing emo- 
‘ tionally, finding ways to express those emotions, but not in 


- ways which will make them social outcasts. 


. Leadership develops from experience. Any boy or girl, 
- if he is to develop qualities of good leadership, must be given 
; opportunities to lead. That is why it is so important to share 
* leadership in school. We’re constantly revising our curriculum 
- and our methods of administration so that youths will achieve 
" the maximum of self-development, will learn to respect each 


other’s abilities, will learn 


to assume responsibility, 


and 


learn how to participate effectively in our society of adults. 


But from Pat Ray, 17, comes a different opinion: 


What is maturity? Responsibility, co-operation, honesty, 
respect of older persons, obedience? Then today’s teens are 
inferior to those of yesterday! Today’s youths are irresponsi- 
ble, depend on parents for almost everything. Many meet 
obligations as they should, but the majority fail to act adult. 
Living in the past generation were the mature teen-agers. 
They faced things themselves, instead of depending on others. 
Larger familics then demanded more maturity. Successful

today’s young people marry, it usually ends after a half- 
hearted try. 


Who is to blame? Parents more than anyone... . The 
first responsibility of training teens to be mature rests on the 
parents. If they fail in this duty, only they can remold the 
young people before it is too late. High moral standards are 
prevalent just as much today as ever before. Maturity is the 
only factor lacking. 


Several Campbell High students agree. Joe Ginn, 17, declares 
teens are.immature, because “‘they spend money as fast as they 
make it, play deadly games with fast automobiles, use free time 
unwisely."’ Martha Ann Long, 18, believes “‘too many luxuries and 
too much freedom keep teens from being as mature as our hard- 
working ancestors . . . Teens need more responsibility."” Norma 
Todd, 17, asserts ‘“‘although there are many ways in which maturity 
may be expressed, the majority of teens are still reckless scatter- 
brains . . . They would find they could have more privileges and 
freedom if they would only prove themselves more responsible 
and mature.” Earl Hindman, 17, declares that “hoodlumism and 
lawlessness among teens is an example of those who haven't 
learned to discipline themselves, have not reached maturity.” 


Sara Robinson, 17, admits teens may seem irresponsible at 
times, but when the chips are down, they meet problems and de- 
cisions with a great deal of maturity: 


Young people may appear somewhat immature at football 
games and social functions, but they are just enjoying them- 
selves. Certainly, today’s teens are not more immature than 
were their parents, who were young in the Charleston era. 
Widespread participation in extra curricular activities proves 
teens are ready to meet heavy responsibilities. Many show 
tremendous leadership abilities by presiding over groups... . 
By giving them certain responsibilities as children, parents 
can help their youngsters gain maturity. 


Collins Bomar, 17, Palmetto, cites ‘‘knowledge” as a determin- - 


ing factor of maturity: 


I'm not saying the smartest students are always the most 
mature, because they are not. There are exceptions to every 
rule. The only way a person can speed up his maturity is by 


doing more things, taking part in more clubs, giving more 
talks, getting out to meet the world and its inhabitants. ... 
The secret of success and quick maturity is work, and plenty 
of it. Surely everyone will agree that today’s young people 
are going more places and doing more things, therefore they 
are a little more mature. 


Gary Wingo, 17, College Park, argues that yesterday's teen- 


ager was forced to work all the time, couldn't grow up on his own: 


Today, a teen-ager has to grow up and work mostly on 
his own. He faces more definite responsibility toward the 


future. This would be recognized if more people would stop 
and think. 


Winifred Fasold, 18, insists that if work and responsibility 
make for maturity, then teens are more mature today: 


Naturally, there are a few who are not as mature as 
others. These are the ones who get the most attention... 
We teens are at the crossroads of life, not yet adults, but no 
longer children. Older people sometimes ignore the fact that 
many of today’s adults are poor examples to the teens who 
need a good example. Today’s teens definitely are more ma- 
ture, and they should be congratulated. 


Susan Cown, Snellville, believes today’s youth has been forced 
into maturity by world conditions, to a certain extent, but many 
still lack emotional maturity: 


Today's teen-agers have known no time of peace. On 
every hand the danger of war and international conflicts 
face them. The realm of space already is in sight. Conscious 
of the fact they are the hope of tomorrow, teens know they 
need to mature quickly to fulfill this hope. But, while they 
are physically mature, and many are emotionally mature, 
there are still those who are not. It is those unfortunates we 
must think about and hope for. 


Hazel Maddox, 15, Colbert, points out people often divide ma- 


turity into two parts, physical and mental, agrees mental maturity 
is more complex: 


Mental maturity constitutes many things—an understand- 
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Today’s Teens Mature, Second To None 


ing and respect for other people’s beliefs, ability to make 
friends, courage, willingness to “bear up” under seemingly 
impossible odds, and ability to face problems rather than run 
away from them. Education is a factor of mental maturity. 
All around today’s teens are instruments of information and 
education. They are more aware of world, national and local 
situations and. are better prepared to cope with them. To- 


- day’s teens have a wider and more realistic view of changing 


conditions in the world. 


Atlantan Eugene Broadus observes that age does not mean 
maturity, and declares that the 1958 teen-ager proves his maturity 
by knowing what he wants and striving hard to accomplish his 
goal: 


We have more freedom which gives us the opportunity to 
mature faster... we are more constructive in our thinking 
_. . able to recognize real values, strive for a higher standard 
of living. Today’s teens are tops, second to. none. 


David Turnipseed, Stonewall, admits that since he’s lived in 
only one generation, it’s difficult to judge the maturity of yester- 
day’s teens: 

No doubt, those had their degree of dependability and 
acceptance of responsibility, but because of better facilities, 
today’s youth is by far more modern. Being deeply concerned, 
anxious to take part, and preparing themselves are marks of 
(today’s teens’) maturity.
